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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 ,5-1 0, 1 5 and 1 9-23 are allowed over prior art. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 

matter: 

2. The reasons for allowance of the claims are due to the amended independent 
claims 1 and 15 with specific structure connection of the Digital Sampling Oscilloscope 
(DSO) recited in the claims. The prior art of the record does not teach or suggest that 
the DSO is connected to both tester and test head so that the DSO can launch a signal 
to the test head and receive a reflected signal from the test head and can provide the 
signals to the tester. The persuasive arguments are found on the "Remarks" section on 
page 7. Claims 5-10 and 19-23 are dependent on claims 1 and 15 respectively and are 
allowed accordingly. 

3. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Swart US Patent No. 6,191,601 discloses test fixture matched impedance testing 
comprising a TDR meter (46) connected to a tester (20).
